weeks ago. All attempts to res- 
cue the entombed men had been 
abandoned more than two v,ceks 
ago. 


The sudden appearance of the im- 


prisoned men caused stupefaction. A 
gang of salvagers had just completed 
their night's work when they 
were 


startled to see a. group .0;'' 
miners, 


terribly haggered and exhausted, ap- 
pear from a remote part of pit No. 
2. The strongest of tiie party stated 
that they had broken out of a distant 
gallery where they had 
been 
en- 


tombed since the disaster of March 
10. The rescued men were taken up 
the elevator, but were unable to see. 
owing to tJe dazzling daylight. The 
mine officials were deeply affected as 
the weeping survivors were taken tc 
a hospital. 


The men were able to talk feebly. 


but sensbly. They all asked for news" 
o£ relatives or friends and wished tc 
go home immediately. Doctors, how- 
ever, prevented them from so doing. 
Later crowds besieged the mines ii: 
the hope of hearing of further es- 
capes, necessitating the employment 
of a strong police force to maintai' 
order. It is said that others of the 
entombed miners are alive and abou( 


to be brought out, their signals hav- 
ing been heard. 


One of the men rescued today, a 


man named Neiny, said t'.iat for the 
first eight days the party ate the 
bark off the tinberings of the mine.

body of a horse which they cut up 
and ate with hay.

RELICS OF yCTINCT BIRDS. 


Iff* 9t *peele* «0 Longer 


Treasured by tke Great 


XttMUBW. 


Funk Uland. off the coast of New- 


foundland. used to afford shelter every 
year at breeding time to countless num- 
bers of natatory birds, among them be- 
ing the white booby (sula bafinanaj. 
Tbe*e birds have met with the same 
fate a« the great auk. They are extinct. 
Now thetr eggs are great raritiee and 
would fetch large sums, but there are 
none in the market. Some specimens are 
on view at the Smithsonian instituUou 
and at the American Museum of Xatural 
History iu New York; they range in 
value from $GOO to $750 apiece. 


Large sums are also paid for the eggs 


of the aepyornis or moa. a gigantic winjf- 
le&ft bird of from 12 to 14 feet in height. 
which as long ago as 200 years was al- 
ready dying out in Madagascar. In HP* 
pearunce the bird much resembled the 
ostrich, and its egg was one foot in 
length. The first specimen was brought 
to Europe (Paris) by a French merchant 
in 1851, and caused quite a sensation 
from the amount of intercut it attracted. 


Kggs of the aptornis, a recently ex- 


tinct wingless bird, also bring very high 
prices, Ane colored specimens fetching 
as much as $750 to $1,000 apiece. The 
apteryx or New Zealand kiwi is a bird 
which, though still living, is becoming 
scarcer from day to day. and its final 
extinction is only a question of years. 
These kiwi breed very slowly, only one 
or two very large eggs being laid dur- 
ing the season, and as yet there is uo 
record of the successful rearing of young 
in captivity. 


SELECTING VOLUNTEERS. 


Men Chosen by General Washington 


Had to Be Excellent 


Marksmen. 


Whenever the United States has 


been at war with any other country ii 
has always been a matter for serious 
complaint on the other side that the 
Americans take accurate aim before 
firing—with extremely fatal 
results. 


How excellent was the marksmanship 
of the volunteers on Bunker Hill is a 
matter of record, says Youth's Com- 
panion. There is an interesting entry 
in the diary of John Harrower. an in- 
dentured schoolmaster of Virginia. 


"Colonel Washington, of this col- 


ony," he wrote, "being appointed gen- 
eralissimo of all the American forces 
raised and to be raised, made a de- 
mand of five hundred riflemen from 
the fronteers of this colony. But tho-e 
that insisted on going far exceeded the 
number wanted, when, iu order tc 
avoid offence, tfie Commanding Officer 
chuse his company by tlie following 
method. 


"He took a board ot a foot square, 


and with chalk drew the shape of a 
moderate nose in 
the 
centre and 


nailed it up to a tree at one hundred 
and fifty yards distance, and 
those 


who came nighest the mark with a 
single ball was to go. But by the first 
forty or fifty that fired the nose was 
all blown out of the board, and by the 
time his Company was up the whole 
board had shared the same fate."

season, for the planting, for the har- 
vest, for the valorous deeds of the 
vanished caciques, for their gods ot 
old to whom a new significance has 
been imposed by a pious church, and 
the long drawn chains by means of 
which, at their yearly gatherings, they 
jwiss down the history of their race. 
As there is no written language, there 
is no written music; it is handed down 
from generation to generation by the 
ear alone. 


Their national instruments are but 


three in number: the nute—a reed 
about 18 inches iu length, with 
six 


holes, and a square slit at the end for 
a mouthpiece, played after the man- 
ner of a clarionet; the Pandean pipes 
—a series of seven reed tubes that, in 
the large ones, are four feet iu length, 
and in the smaller ones scarcely as 
many inches; and the drum. The last 
is the universal instrument of all peo- 
ples; there are few races so low in the 
scale of human society as not to pos- 
sess it. The Pandean pipes are in a 
double row. and at the time of prep- 
aration for the Indiads, or the inter- 
tribal wars, the outer series Is filled 
.with canassa, the native liquor, and 
the player receives the benefit of the 
intoxicating fumes without the delay 
incidental to drinking from the boitle.

The teachers of agriculture in Rus- 


sia have revived the floating gardens 
of past ages, but instead of being a 
means for the lavish expenditure of 
money, the object Is one of utility en- 
tirely. These teachers were impressed 
with the I'act that the most prosper- 
ous l'2tru!i» lay along water courses, so 
they resolved to experiment with large 
floa'ing gardens, which should be laid 
out on barges of great width. 


This was accordingly done, and as 


soon as the ice melted these experi- 
ment stations drifted down ihe stream 
to warmer climates, where ihe seeds 
sproute<: and the grain 
grew 
and 


ripened. 
AS each barge "floats; along 


it stops at each village, where the 
churc'i bells are rung to announce 
its nrnval. and the people tiock on 
boar.!, led by the mayor. 
The beds 


contuining vegetables and grain 
are 


inspected, and the teachers 
explain 


how the various plants are 
grown. 


During the talk many questions are 
askel ov the peasants, 
which 
the 


teacher endeavors to answer clearly. 


If me peasants have no seed with 


which to experiment, it is freely sup- 
plied to them. Russian educators are 
highly p!tased wiih the 
experiment 


station and have decided that it Is the 
most effective m-Hhod yet discovered 
for popularizing intelligent 
farming 


among the peasants.

Nevada Town Where Water Is Scarce 


Displaces Horses and Mules 


with Them. 


"With the extension of the railroad 


Goldfield has taken a new lease of 
life," said 
Richard 
Coe, a Spokane 


mining operator, who, according 
to 


the Portland Oregonlan, had just re- 
turned fiora Nevada. "Goldfleld Is the 
outfitting: point for all that surround- 
ing country. 


"They sell water In Goldfleld the 


same as the Standard Oil company 
peddles Us oil. 
The water Is taken 


about town in wagons and is sold at 
about $1.50 a barrel, or 25 cents a 
bucket. 


"Because of the scarcity of water and 


hay, it is extremely expensive to keep 
horses and iriules in that part of the 
country. 
Every time a horse is wa- 


tered it costs 25 cents; that is the 
regulation pri;e, and the hay has to 
be slipped in. 
As a result automo- 


biles are becoming quite popular and 
are taking the place of the horses and 
mules to a certain extent. 


'•Persons going from Goldfield 
to 


outlying points nearly all go in au- 
tomobiles, which make regular trips. 
There ate some enormous machines 
there thac carry a dozen or more pas- 
sengers. 
At times I have seen 
as 


many of ]5 or 20 automobiles stand- 
ing in the streets of Goldfleld." 


FORTUNES IN 
SULPHUR. 


Natural Chemical Conditions Exist- 


ing' in the Arid Sections 


of Texas. 


Another 
revelation 
comes 
from 


Texas. 
Ten million tons of sulphur 


have beon found in the trans-Pecos re- 
gion, tho sulphur field extending over 
about 10,000 acres, with a thickness 
averaging nine and one-half feet. The 
ore, states the St. Louis 
Post-Dis- 


patch, is the result of natural (Med- 
ical conditions produced during the 
lacustrin" period, which was one of 
the phenomena of the arid sections 
of Texas during the pliocene age, and 
its rippearance to mortal gaze in the 
twentieth century is expected to stay 
the han'l of the importer for 20 years 
to come 
The importation of native 


sulphur from Italy and other countries 
amounts to from 80,000 to 260,000 tons 
per year. 
So large has been the da^ 


maud for sulphur—50,000 tons being 
consumed in one year—that the sub- 
stitution of iron pyrites has been re- 
sorted to in the manufacture of sul- 
phuric acid. 
With 10,000,000 tons 


of 40 pe- cent, native ore sulphur to 
hand, certain manufacturing processes, 
it is expected, will be reduced 20 per 
cent,, and the present rate of import- 
Ing will be offset for 20 years.

THAT NEW BATTLESHIP 


The committee on naval affairs of 


the House of Representatives 
has 


recommended 
the 
immediate con- 


struction of a single monster battle- 
ship, the largest in the world. The 
committee accepts the views of Ad- 
miral Dewer and proposes to add to 
the American navy a ship even larger 
than the mammoth 
British 
Dread- 


nought. 


This plan was not approved by the 


majority of the constructors of the 
nayy. They opposed the building of 
a ship of such giantic sizes. The na- 
val affairs committee refused to do 
as the members of the construction 
staff wished and, if Congress agrees, 
America will go Great Britain one 
better. 


•It is believed that the new ship, if 


it is built will be of nearly or quite 
20,000 tons

and

cost will he $6,000,000, not including 
armor and armament.

TO I REPORTER 


There is at the present 
time no 


reat amount of c-oa! in Portsmouth. 


The exact amount it is impossible to 
estimate, at least, that is the reply of 
the dealers to the questions of .The 
Herald. 


All the dealers have orders in, but 


to just whai extent these orders will 
be filled is problematical. 


Arthur W. Walker has very little 


coal that is not already sold, but has 
a sufficient amount ordered to carry 
him through, unless 
the impending 


strike is of unexpectedly long dura- 
tion. 


"I have been in the mining regions 


and at the shipping ports for a week," 
said Mr. Walker to a reporter for 
this paper today (Saturday). ''I saw 
one vessel loaded with coal I had or- 
dered and two more shiploads were 
promised. 
A sufficient 
amount of 


coal to last for a considerable period 
s thus practically assured. 


''How long the strike will last no 


one can tell. 
Even 
those on 
the 


ground 
are 
averse 
to 
expressing 


opinions. 
The general impression is 


that if the anthracite miners succeed 
at all. there will be no work for a 
very long time. Mr. Baer is very de- 
termined and it is to be presumed 
that President Mitchell is equally so. 
This is a bad time for a strike and 
both parties must be 
very sure of 


their ground if one actually comes. 


"In the 
bituminous regions, the 


miners are half-hearted. 
Many of 


them are opposed to the cessation of 
work. 
In the 
Cumberland mines, 


which I personally visited, the men 
are almost unanimous in their opposi- 
tion to a strike."
